Independent claims 2, 10, 1 3, 21 , and 23 are allowable over the prior art 
of record. 
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Independent claims 2, 10, 13, 21, and 23 recite the limitation: each 
position of a specific value bit of the binary bit string indicating a corresponding 
signal sequence among a plurality of signal sequences. The combination of 
these features as cited in the claims in combination with the other limitations of 
the claims, are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
